[S Fxcellence, the Earle of Tiveot Arrived 
here ſafe upon Ju». rhe 14th. ( betng eight 
dayes betore the expiration of the Trzce 
with Gayland) where he found that the 


Depnty Governour had obtained a continuance of the 
Truce for Two Moneths longer, according to the Te- 
wowr of the former Articles z which Gaylend aſſured 
him was done in Civility and Reſpe& to his Excel- 


lence : for which: his Fxcellence ſent Gayland 
Thanks, Notifying withal], that it was not in his 


Power to continue the Truce, unlefle permitted to 
having expreſle Orders from 
the King his Maſter for ſo doing + But ons 


Fortifie the Town : 


that in Honour to Colonel Fits 


Gerrard: Treatie,an 


toſhew his Thankfulneſſe to Gaxland, he was Cori 
tent toſtick toevery point of the Trace which was * 
for Gaylands Advantage; And yet upon the maya 
he wzs enforced to break immediately. Whereu 

Gayland aſked Fifteen Dayes to Conſult with his 
Grandees, allowing that in the mean time his Fxcel-' 
lence might Fortifle the Places next the Town, which 


was done accordingly, 


The prefixed time being 


Expired, Gayland ſent the Sheck of Amgeras Son, to: 
have a Conference with his Excellence, wherein he 
made appear that the Maboweten Law, prohibited . 
_ them to ſuffer the Ehriſt:zansto build any Fortiffca- 
tions 10 Africa : But that they were contented to 
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make 


his Excellence Replyed, that The Sword ſhould decyde, 
whether the Mahometan Law, or his Maſters Oxderg 
were of Greater Force, That he would neither take, 
nor glve Quarters withall, that he was Gaylands 
Humble Servent, deſiring them to ſend immediately, 
for the Powder that was Stipulated for þy the Deputy 
Governour. 

. Next day, was the Foundation laid of a Hora-wark 
Strong. in the Wals; being Canon + proof 5 (trong 
in the $/tzation, being on the Caſtle- Hil, every wa 
Advantageous, and Important, becauſe it covereth 
the Caſtle; Fenceth above 600. Akers of Grounds 
diſcovereth the Enemie at a great diſtance; and 
pakgth the place Comfortable; Securing the whole 
Hill for our Fa/ke, and Uſe, (being, 600. yards from 
the Ca) Our other Lines and Trenches were- in a 
few dayes brought tothat Perfetion, that the Ene- 
- mie durſtnot Attaque us. The great Advantage 
hereof we have Experienced in ſeveral! Diſputes 
with.the 4/ooresr, whoon the Laſt of Feb. betwixt 
Lland41?, appeared with their whole Army, and 
took.up their Poſts; The greateſt Forces coming up- 
on the #'eſt part, towards the Sea 3 where they con- 
tinged Peltiog-for ſome hours till they were forced 
off, with conſiderable lofſe, and not one of our Men 
Kiled,, or Wounded. © NG

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| Rocks and diſadvantages of the Gronnd. Here we 


had onely One Man ſhot through the Hand, while 


many of the Enemie were Xilled: Two of 
' their dead, His Excellence Commanded to be 


brought off by our men, whereof one by ſeveral 
things found about him, appeared to be a Perſon 
of Quality. That which makes this Ation more 
Remarkable, was the Signal Humarity which his 
Excellence expreſt towards the . Dead Bodies ;, for 
after Divine Service Celebrated, (it being Sunday) 
and - Sermon ended in the Camp; His Excellence 
Commanded them to be waſhed, while himſelf 
ftood by; and Two Bieres to be made, and the Dead 
tobe Shrowded in white Linnen, and laid: there» 


on, and ſtrewed with Flowers with all prudentiall - 


decency : appointing afterward a # hite Flage to be 
carried before the Bodies; after which, Marcht his 
Excellence on Horſe-back, all the. Troops attending 
in Squadrons, with Excellent Order and Modeſty 
and thus they paſſed to the urmalt of the Bounds 
afligned us in time of Peace; where the Aoores met 
the Bodies with a White Flagg, and received them 
with great Expreſſions of Satisfaftion ; taking off 
their Caps and Shaſbes from their Heads, (a Cere- 
mony not uſed in their Adorations,) in token of 
their ReſpeCtt andGratitude to his Fxcel/ence ; much 
amazed- at this unexpeted -Civility ; (which up- 
braided their former Barbarous behaviour towards 
thoſe of ours, which have at any time fallen into 


their hands, ) This was done with fatisfaftion to 


| both ſides, and without the leaſt appearance of En- 


mity, or ill will: and further to confirm their opini«

Frequent Alarmes we have had ; notwithſtanding *. 
which, his Excellence has not at all omitted to pros 
ſecute the Fortificationsz and it is a great Comfort 
to ſee how Chearfully, from the Higheſtto the Lows 
eſt, every man here puts his hands tothe Work, Þ ot 
gathering, and bearing Stones, and afliſtiag in 
ſorts of Labour, and Hazzard, toward the perfe@ting 
thereof; out of a Generous and Loyal ns, 
to Imitate his Excellence; who Works, Eates 
Lodges in the Field, and has ſcarce been in Bed ſince 
the Expiration of the Tryce, It is not to.be Ex- 
preſſed with what-Zeal, and Alacrity every man 
here does his Duty, under ſo Exemplary a Gover.
